All these efforts have been futile, how- |}

The preponderance of opinion among 
the legislators is that unless public senti- 
ment makes a stronger demand than at; 
present, even the prestige of the Gov-/ 
ernor will not avail to force thes passage 
of a bill based on his recommendations. 

Opponents to the prospective legislation | 
admit that the Governor's backing will 
make the measures more hard to defeat, ; 
and that the fact that Gov. Hughes rec- 
ommends in his message that direct ap- 
propriation be made by the State for the 
meintenance of the agricultural Mairs | 
equal to. what they have received from | 
the race tracks, may tend to disarm the; 
opposition thet has always come from | 
the agriculturai socteties. 

District Attorney Jerome, in hts anti- i 
race track gambling measures, defeated ; 
last year, made simiiar provisions, how- 
ever; and yet these societies opposed the} 
bills on the grounds that under the Con- | 
stitution it would be necessary for them | 
to take sieps overy year to make sure of | 
the appropriatior, while the revenue from | 
the race tracks came to them automat- 
icallyy and without any need on their part 
to exert their Influence at every new ses- 
sion of the Legislature. 

The message had not been formally ac 
cepted—had oniy just been read by the 
Benate—when Benator McCarren jumped 
to his feet and launched forth in criti-; 
clsm of the recommendations for the re- 
peal of the Percy-Gray law.

Carren's action is almost without pre-/| 
cedent.

Senator Raines answered with consid- | 
erable caution when asked for his views | 
on the race betting question. 

“The Legislature should obey the man- | 
date of the Constitution, just as the in- 
dividual should obey the statutes.” | 

The Senator. however, would not Bay | 
how this should be cone in reference to 
the racing law. 

Senator Saxe, one of the chile support-

MURDERER SHIPMAN SANE. 


|He Has Been in Matteawan Asylum 
for Twenty Years—Killed Landlady. 


Henry Shipman, who committed a mur- 
der-twenty years ago, has been released 
'from the Matteawan Asylum for the In- 


sane, and has been brought back to the 
Tombs as sane to await trial for his 
crime. Shipman in a jealous rage killed 
his landlady at 339 West Thirty-firet 
Street on Feb. 3, 1887.

BLACK HAND WRECKS 
~-B-STORY TENEMENT 


Falling Debris Injures Many in 
Midnight, Explosion in 
East 11th Street. 


WHOLE DISTRICT IS SHAKEN 


1,000 Tenants Flee to Street in a Panic, 
All More or Less Hurt—Owner 
Got Death Threats. 


A. tremendous cxplosion that shook 
hows:s for several blocks, aroused the ten- 
ants of flat houses adjoining the five- 
story building at 332 East Eleventh Street, 
just before nildnight last night. The noise 
of the explosion sounded like the firing 
of heavy ordnance, and men, women, and 
ehiidren fled into tho streets shouting: 

“Mano Nera! Mano Nera!” meaning 
“The Black Hand!” 

None waited to dress so frightened were 
they of the dreaded Black Hand, and 
in a moment Eleventh Street, between 
First and Second Avenues, was tilled with 
more than 1,000 terrified persons. 

Inte this crowd soon rushed the tenants 

of the tenement, No. 332. All were 
frightened and bruised, and many badiy 
cut about the feet and legs, for their 
way to the street had been through a 
mass *f broken timbers and shattered 
glass. 
* A bomb that had caused the explosion 
had been set off in the lower hallway of 
the tenement. When it exploded it tore 
away the walls leading into the stores 
end living apartments on either side of 
the hall. The stairs leading to the first 
fioor were smashed and every window in 
the house wes broken. Doors were torn 
from thelr hinges and transoms smashed 
in by the concussion. 

Twenty families live in the house, and 
they rushed to the street in their night 
clothes. To reach the street they slid 
anc fell down over the wreck of the first 
floor stairway. Many screamed that 
their beds had been overturned upon them 
by the explosion. All were cut and 
bruised, though none was seriously in- 
jured. 

On the first floor of the house Nicholas 
Franco kept a fish store, living in apart- 
ments in the rear with his wife and six 
children. Across the hall was the butcher 
shop of Nathal Geracci, who also lived 
in the rear with seven children. 
igs dead, 
the most from the explosion. The walls 
of their rooms and of the sleeping rooms 
were thrown in upon them, and they 
were buried beneath these ruins and be- 
neath their beds, which were overturned. 

Both Franco and Gerracci were frantic 
until they saw every one of their 
children safe on the sidewalk. Several 
were badly. cut on the feet, and a sur- 
geon was called from Bellevue Hospital 
to dress their wounds. Nearly every 
tenant In the house had some injury, 
more or less severe, and the surgeon at- 


tended to the hurts of these. 

Although unhurt, Ccitro Poggiorlale, who 
lives on the third floor with his wife 
and eight children, was more frightened 
then any of the other tenants. He owns 
the house, and when he reached the 
etreet ran about, shouting that the Black 
Hand had done it, 

Police who investiguted the explosion 
recalled that Poggiarisle’s grocery shop 
at 252 Elizabeth Street had been blown 
up three years ago last August. At that 
time Poggiariale had received many Black 
Hand letters. to which he paid no atten- 
tion. The explosion occurred late ‘one 


night. 
oggiariale soon afterward sold his gro- 
ecery and moved to the Eleventh Street 
house. He thought that the Black Hauad 
Soolety had forgotten him, and for a timé 
it seemed that his supposition was right. 
About two months ago, however, Poggia- 
rlale began to receive more Black Hand 
letters warning him that he had been 
found again, and cautioning him not 
again to fail to comply with the demands 
for money. The letters threatened him 
with all kinds of disaster if he failed to 
heed the warning, and was told to guard 
well his daughters, Isabelle and Cecilia, 
unless he wished them to be kidnapped. 
Poggiocriale reported these letters to the 
olice two weeks ago, and was told to go 
ome and await results. They came lest 


— 
he police believe that some one living 
fm an adjoining house set off the bomb. 
Policemen Reilly and Saber, whose posts 
meet on Eleventh Street, had stood talk- 
ing for a few moments less than five min- 
utes before the explosion occurred. When 
they separated, one went to First Avenue 
and the other to Second Avenue, where 
they stood on the corners. Neither saw a 
single person on the street. 
ere was a blinding flash of Iight when 

the bomb exploded, and, thinking that 
there was a fire as well as an explosion, 
the policemen turned in a fire alarm. The 
firemen helped to clean out the débris in 
the hall of the tenement and assisted the 
tenants to the street. There such a crowd 
collected that thea reserves were called 
from the Fifth Street Police Sation, They 
had their hands full keeping the crowd 
under control.

| Federal Judge In Georgia Refuses to 
Issue #A Injunction. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Jan. 1.—The most nota- 
ble feature of the first day of prohibition 
iin Georgia was the refusal by Judge W. 
| R. Newman, itn the United States Circuit 
| Court, to grant an injunction pending lti-

While the contents of the memorandum 
are carefully guarded both at the Japan- 
ese Foreign Office and the American Em- 
bassy, it is stated that the memorandum 
is couched in the most friendly terms, 
and that while it accepts some of the 
American suggestions, it declines others 
as incompatible with the dign ity of Japan 
and outlines Japan’s own plans for fur- 
ther restriction of emigration to Ameri- 
ca. 

The memorandum bas been cabled to 
whence it is possible a 
will be forthcoming, 
but it is intimated that Japan thinks the 
memorandum will form a basis upon 
which the two countries will be able to 
reach a final and satisfactory under- 
standing. 

Officinis of the Japanese Foreign Of- 
fice say that the system controlling labor 
immigration, which will be immediately 
enforced, will effectually avoid complaints 
which have arisen in consequence of the 
mistakes in the administration of the 
regulations inaugurated last Spring. 

While not desiring to shirk the respon- 
sibility for the mistakes, the officials of 
the Foreign Office say that it would be 
foolish to charge the Japanese Govern- 
ment with a willful breach of faith. The 
Japanese Government, through careful in- 
vestigation, discovered the cause of the 
| failure of forrner plans and determined to 
demonstrate its ability to effectively pre- 
vent the emigration of laborers who are 
needed in the development of Japan. The 
consensus of opinion of American resi- 
dents in Japan shows confidence in the 
sincercity of the Japanese Government 
and its competency to control emigration 
as well as its desire to maintain friendly 
relations with America. 

It is pointed out that Japan’s conces- 
sions to Canada, limiting emigration to 
that country, is a part of its entire 
scheme of control, because Vancouver af- 
fords an opportunity for large numbers

A prominent Japanese official said to- 
day: ‘“‘It matters not whether America 
controls emigration from Japan or Japan 
controls emigration to America, difficul- 
ties must arise in administration. Japan 
is now coping with a difficult situation, 
resulting from mistakes of its own ad- 
ministration in the past.

Thomas remained in jall for three weeks 
after his arrest. when some person whose 
identity the pclice officials will not dis- 
close, gave bal! in $15.000 fer his 
ance The court trial was set for last 
Monday, but on that date Thomas failed 
to put in an appearance, nor nave the of- 
ficials been able to locate him since.

FE WANTS NEW BANK LAW 


Wrees Widening of Scope of the Utlil- 
tles Board to Include Telegraph 
and Telephone Companies.

@long the lines suggested by the Hepburn 
Gommission; radical election reforms, in-

@ons at primaries permissive; for tho re- 
fpeal of the Peroy-Gray anti-betting law 
the substitution of a law making bet- 
— at race tracks a prison offense, and 
@mendments to the Public Service Com- 
fissions act, which will bring telegraph 
@nd telephone companies under its con- 
trol, are the most striking features of 
Gov. Hughes's annual message, which 
Gras received and read {n both houses of 
= Legislature at the opening session to- 
y. 


In many instances his recommendations 
¢re for legislation which was defeated at 
the last session despite the fact that it 
ed been urged not only in his annual 
message jiast yexr, but in messages subse- 
oo, sent to the two branches of the 

islature, 

The Governor urges the passage of 
amendments by both houses so as to 
put an end to race track gambling. 

He recommends the amendment of 
the laws relating to banks and trust 
companies and the requirement of the 
same safeguards for trust companies 
as for banks. 

He urges direct nominations at prt 
maries and a simplified form of ballo 

He desires that the scope of the 
Public Service Commission law may be 
widened so that telegraph and tele- 
phone companies shall become amen- 
able to the authority of the board. 

He wishes immigrants to be better 
eared for, asks the revision of judicial 
salaries, for the extension of the 
State’s holdings of forest preserves, 
for careful revision of the State forest, 
fish, and game law, for the enactment 
of a license law providing reasonable 
fees for hunting. 

He also asks for a revision of the 
Constitution of Greater New York to 
exclude from the city’s debt limit all 
bonds or evidences of indebtedness 
issued for the purposes which produce 
revenues in exceés of their mainte- 
nance charges, and for the establish- 
meat of a secondary agricultural 
schoo}. He wishes provision made for 
the investigation of bovine tuberculosis 
ang @ more comprehensive inspection 
of meat. 

e advises extreme caution in mak- 
ing any changes in the presant insur 
ance law.

strain. 3ut every practicable means 
should be adopied to prevent repetition of 
reprehensible practices and to assure the 
pre er management of the financial insti- 
utions chartered and supervised by the 
State, upon whose stability and prosperity 
the interests of our people in every walk 
of life so largely depend. 

“‘In order that the matter might be con- 
gy with appropriate promptness, and 
n the light of expert opinion, I requested 
gix eminent bankers, representing respect- 
ively the different classes of institutions, 
to collate facts, to receive suggestions, 
and to express their views with reference 
to necessary changes in the law of the 
Btate., m5 

“These gentlemen, Messrs. A. Barton 
Hepburn, Edwin 8. Marston, Edward W. 
Sheldon, Algernon SS. Frissell, Stephen 
Baker, and Andrew Mills, undertook the 
task as a matter of public duty, serving 
without compensation and defraying their 
own expenses. I submit to you their valu-

‘ Would Prevent Exploitation, 

“It is advised that there should be an 
enlargement and more careful definition

‘The members of the committee are not 
egreed upon the subject of reserves. The 
maintenance of reserves, te the highest 
extent suggested, of course, will not pro- 
tect against the consequences of im- 
oroper investments or save an institu- 
ion that is tn an unsound condition. 


_ idmits upon Trust Companies, 
“With regard to truest companies, how- 
ever, the matter of reserves is a phase 
of a larger question. It was not contem- 
plated by the law relating to trust com- 
panies that they should engage in thé 


same business as banks. Their powers 
were defined with reference to the exe- 
cution of trusts and to action in fiductary 
— with such tncidental privileges 
aS were deemed consistent with the gen- 
eral purposes. 

on ypeeesson, however, they have en- 

aged in the banking business upon a 
arge scale, and the moneys deposited 
with them are for the most part payable 
on demand! Despite this development of 
thelr business, it was not unii]l 1906 that 
they wers required to mop any cash re- 
serve, and this much less than that 
required of banks. Whatever else may 
; be sald on the subject, it would seem clear 
that business of the same sort should be 
transacted under the same conditions. 

“In my judgment nothing will meet the 
situation with fairness to the interests 
| of the banks, of the truet companies, and 
of the public which deal with both, which 
does not require that each distinct field 
of operation should carefully be delimited 
and that any corporation transacting bus- 
iness in a particular field shall be sub- 
ject to the obligations and restrictions 
which pertain to that field. 

“Whatever reserves, or other restric- 
tions, may be deemed advisable with ref- 
erence to dernand deposits in the case 
of a bank should be equaliy obligatory 
with reference to the same sort of da- 
posits in the case of a trust company. 
Similarly the savings bank business is a 
distinct field, and business of this sort 
should be transacted only by institutions 
subject to the restriction of the savings 
bank law. 


Scandal of Recefverships«, 
| “The amount of legal expenses incident 
to the lIiquidatton of tMmsolvent banking 
institutions in this State is a grave scan- 
dal to which the committee of bankers 


fittingly calls attention. I reccounend 
that provision be made for lNquidation 
under the supervision of the Superintend- 
ent of Banks and that he shall have au- 
thority to appoint liquidating agents and 
necessary assistants to enable him to 
wind up the business in the most speedy 
and economical manner, 

;} “I do not think that there should be 
an attempt to oust the court of its juris- 
diction to appoint receivers, But the 
prensa provisions of law for exclusive 
iquidation through receivers appointed 
by the court may be changed and the 

; courts should be left to exercise their 
jurisdiction in cases where they deem it 
necessary to interfere with the ordinary 
course of liquidation. And it should be 

| provided that application for the appoint- 

{ment of receivers by the court shall be 
made in the judicial district in which 
the corporation has its principal place of 
business and that preper notice of the 
application shall be given to ail creditors. 
Similar provision should be made for the 
liquidation of building and loan associa- 
tions. 

Caution in Insurance Law. 


“The provisions of the insurance law, 


recently enacted, with reference to the 
business of Ife {nsurance were designed | 


to insure conservative management and | 
to prevent resort to wasteful methods | 


the people, especially to the thrifty and 

| provident, and none which should be more 
,carefully safeguarded. I recommend to 
the Legislature that, while any sugges- 
tions of amendments should receive prop- 
er consideration, there should be extreme 
caution in making any changes, and no 
changes should be made unless it clearly 
appears that they are needed to conserve 
the interests of the policyhoiders, 

“The need of improving the standard 
form of fire insurance policy has been | 
urged, and I present the subject for your 
consideration. 

“T also call your attention to the advis- 
ability of providing for the liquidation ; 
under the supervision of the Superintend- | 
ent of Insurance, of insolvent insurance 
corporations in the same manner as is 
reposed for tho liquidation of banking 
nstitutions. 

More Power for Service Board. 

“The Public Service Commissions law 


has provided for the investigation and | 


redress of grievances’ in connection poe, 
the operation of railroad, gas, and elec- 
trical corporations. The nectssity af 
having such an Administrative Board | 
with adequate powers so that complaints 
may be heard and determined upon their 
merits, and that there may be sultable 
machinery for enforcing the rules of law} 
requiring impartial and proper service! 
upon reasonable terms, according to the 
exigencies of each particular case, can- | 
not be gainsaid. No change is suggested 
in policy or structure, but such amend- | 
ments as experience may show to be ad-! 
visable to improve the text, to facilitate 
administration or more fully to carry out | 
the intent of the act, should be supplied. 

“I recommend, however, an enlarge- 
ment of the goope of the act,“ In view 
of the tasks to be assumed with respect 
to corporations already under supervision, 
it was not thought best at the outset to 
extend the act to other corporations. It 
should now be extended to telephone and 
telegraph companies, and they should be 
; brought under appropriate regulation as 
ito rates, service and other matters, sim- 
jilar to that which obtains in the case of 
the corporations at present subject to the 
law. 

“Tt fs not advisable that separate com- 
{ 
| 


missions should be created; efficiency 
and é@conomy will be promoted by con- 
centration of supervisory powers. The 
increased labors of the public service 
commissions may be met by suitable de- 
partmental organization. ut to avold 
the overburdening of the commissions 
when organization is being perfected and 
precedents in various classes of cases 
are beIng established, I recommend that 
this extension of jurisdiction: shall take 
effect on Oct. 1, 1908. 


New York Charter Commission. 

“The commission, the appointment of 
which was authorized at tho last session, 
‘to inquire into the local government of 


the City of New York and the charter 
thereof, and to suggest legislation there- 
on,’ has made a report which I submit to 
the Legislature. As the commission was 
directed to report on or before Dec, 1, 
1907, it aid not have sufficient time to 
prepare a revised charter. But in its 
report it has made a valuable contribution 
to the work of revision in stating the 
principles which it regards as of funda- 
mental importance, and in projecting the 
lines of improved governmental system 
and administration. This work should be 
prosecuted to completion without un- 
necessary delay, and I recommend that} 
provision be made at as early a date as 
practicable for the appointment of a com- 
missicn for this purpose. 

“Through the work of the Public Serv- 
ice Commission of the First District ex- | 
| isting facilities will be availed of to their 
utmost ca yf to improve conditions of 
transit. But the natural increase in the 
demands for service, which is incident to 
the rapid growth of the city, necessarily 
outstrips any possible improvement in the 
facilities at present available. 

Imperative Need of Subways. 

“The construction of new lines, par- 
} tloularly of new subway lines, is impera- 
tively demanded.

Again Demands Ballot Reform, 


“TI renew the recommendation for the 
adoption of a simplified form of ballot, 
without the party column, in which the 
names of oandidates for the respective 
offices shall appear but once grouped 
under the names of the offices. 

‘Each voter should be required to ex- 
press his choice for each office separately. 
All parties will be placed upon e@ same 
footing, and the effect will be to encour- 
j} age the nomination of candidates who will 
not suffer by reason of separate con- 
sideration. e uncertainty which from 
time to time develops with regard to the 
proper method of votin split tickets, 
should be removed, and the 
accomplishing this ee is to put the 
voters on the same basis. 

“Some means should be devised to 
famillarize the voters with proposed con- 
stitutional amendments, to the end that 
more intelligent consideration may be 
seoured. Provision for the delivery of 
the text of the amendment to the voter at 
the time of -egistration in districts where 
personal registration is necessary, and 
sultable notification elsewhere, may be 
advisable. 

Primary Reform Needed. 


“The urgent need for primary reform | 
is generally recognized. There is widc| 
difference between effective organization | 
in the Interest of the party and the mis- 
use of such organization for purely selfish 


purposes, Within itself the party con- 
stitutes a democracy, and its members 
should be protected against despotic pro- 
ceedings. 

“To prevent frauds provision should be 
}made for an official primary ballot. But 
the form of the ballot should put all 
the enrolled voters upon an even footing, 
without any advantage to those who are 
in power for the time being, and should 
encourage discrimination in the selection 
of party representatives, 

“There should be unrestricted oppor- 
tunity for the expression of the wishes 
of the members of the party in the selec- 
tion of candidates for office. Only in this 
way can healthy party activity be se- 
cured. And in order that tne enrolled 
voters should be encouraged to take part 
in party proceedings, and that the wil 
of the party in the choloe of candidate: 
may be expressed, and not defeated by a 
perversion of party machinery, I am 
in favor of direct nominations, 

“TY renew the recommendation made at 
the last session that provision should be 
made for such nominations, at the pri- 
mary, of candidates for office. In my 
judgment {t is advisable that the provi- 
sion should take the permissive form; 
that is that a method of direct nomina- 
tions .shall be defined which party or- 
ganizations may adopt by. suitable rule. 
I favor this course because I believe that 
in this manner legislation can be had 
which will secure a fair trial of the plan 
and pave the way for its general adop- 
tion {n the ght of persuasive experience. 


Wants Track Gambling Stopped. 
“As ainended in 1895, the Constitution 


(Artiole 1, Section 9,) provides: 

Nor shall any lottery or the sale of lottery 
tickets, pool-selling, book-making, or any other 
kind of gambling hereafter be authorized or al- 
lowed within this State; and the Legislature 
shall pass appropriate laws to prevent offenses 
against any of the provisions of this section. 

“PWollowing the adoption of this pro- 
vision, the y eatahabare. in 1895, amended 
the Penal Code (Section 351) so as to 
make it a felony to engage in poolselling 
or bookmaking at any time or place, or 
to record bets or to keep or occupy any 
place or stand for such purpose. It made 
an exception, however, of cases where 
an exclusive penalty was otherwise pro- 
vided, 

“At the same time, by the so-called 
racing law, (Laws of 1895, Chapter 570, 
Sections 17 and 18) a different and ex- 
clusive penalty was provided for book- 
making and poolselling on authorized race 
tracks, provided no memorandum or token 
of the bet was delivered. This exclusive 
penalty consists of the forfeiture of the 
amount wagered, to be recovered in a 
civil action. 

“In writing for the Court of Appeals 
with reference to the construction of 
these sections of the racing law, Chief 
Judge Cullen said, (People vs. Stedeker, |

“The constitutionalfty of thts discrim!- 
nation has been upheld by the Court of 
Appeals upon the ground that in carrying 
out the provisions of th. constitution It 
was in the discretion of the Legislature to 
fix the penalty, and that in the cases 
specified the Legislature could make the 

enalty simply a forfeiture of the bot, to

“A different question, however, {s pre- 
sented to the Legislature in the exercise 
of {ts discretion, and that ts the question 


and not a mere technical, compliance with 
the explicit constitutional provision. The 
constitution makes it the duty of the Leg- 
islature to enact appropriate laws to pre- 
vent pool-selling, bookmaking, and other 
kinds of gambling. Experience has shown 
the laws enacted have not accom- 
plished the purpose which the constitution 


“The evils and demoralizing influences, 
and, it may be added, the economic waste, 
at which the constitution aimed, exist un- 
der the law, and, in fact, are stimulated 
and Increased through its provisions. The 
discrimination in penalties now extsting 
rests on no distinction that is justified to 
the popular mind. blic sentiment is 
against such arbitrary distinctions, with 
the result that the laws against gambling 
outside of race tracks have been defied, 
and the administration of the law has 
been brought into contempt. 

“The Constitution makes no exception 
of race tracks. I recommend that the 
Legislature carry out the clear direction 
of the people without discrimination. In 
connection with the repeai of the existing 
exception, I recommend that the offences | 
described {n Section 351 of the Penal Code } 
should be punished by imprisonment and | 
alternative of fines should be!

“The racing law provides for a tax of 
5S per cent. upon the gross receipts at 
trotting and running race meetings which 
under the Agricultural law becomes 
part of a fund for distribution each year 
among various agricultural societies in 
prescribed proportions. In order that 
there may be no diminution of the sup- 
port upon which these societies largely 
rely, appropriations may be made for their 
benefit to the extent necessary to secure 
to them amourts substantially equivalent 
to the sums they hitherto have received. 
It is better that they should be supported 
directly than that the State should derive 
a revenue for this purpose through an in- 
defensible partiality in the enforcement of 
the fundamental law. 


State Institutions, 
“The charitable institutions, unlike the 
hospitals for the insane, are not governed 
by a reasonably uniform law. Some insti- 


tutions are required to report to the Leg- 
{slature and others to the State Board of 
Charities. While absolute uniformity may 
be impracticable, legislation should pro- 
vide so far as possiblle for a uniform 
system of management. 

“The lease to the State of Ward's 
Island, (the site of the Manhattan State 
Hospital,) which will expire in 1912, 
snould be extended if satisfactory ar- 
rangements can be made with the au- 
thorities of New York Civ. The over- 
crowding of the State hospitals is largely 
in the southeastern part of the State, and 
an additional hospital should be provided

Conserving Agricultural Interests. 


“No effort should be spared to conserve 
the development of the agricultural in- 
terests of the State. The provision for 
instruction, however, ts not adequate. 

“I recommended last year that plans 


should be made for the comprehensive and 
udequate development of the State Fair 
in @ manner which would avoid haphaz- 
ard or ill-considered improvements mere- 
ly designed to meet temporary exigencies. 
In accordance with the directions given at 
the last session a complete scheme of 
improvement hag been prepared and will 
shortly be submitted to the Legislature. 
‘Il call your attention to the serious 
importance of dealing with the question 
of bovine tuberculosis. The disease its 
spreading, and we not only suffer from 
what may be called its natural increase, 
but the measures that are taken in neigh- 
boring communities for their own protec- 
tion have made our State the recipient 
on a large scale of tuberculous cattle 
which have been rejected elsewhere. Such 
a condition is intolerable and the people 
of the State should be alive to the neces- 
sity of taking most stringent means for 
thelr protection. The subject should be 
thoroughly examined and expert advice 
should be obtained as to the best mea- 
sures to be adopted. There should also 
be provision for proper meat inspection. 


Work for Labor Department, 
“The efficiency of the Labor Depart- 
ment has materially been inereased by 
the reorganization effected under 
legisiation of the last session. Com- 


plaint is made of the enforcement of the 
provisions of the labor law relating to 
mercantile establishments on the groun 

that local Boards of Health who are 
charged with the duty of inspection are 
not in a position to give the matter requ!- 
site attention. It is urged that better 
results would be obtained if it were com- 
mitted to the State Department of Labor. 
I present the question for your considera- 
tion, 

“It should also be considered whether 
it is not desirable to transfer to the 
children’s courts cases of violations of 
the provisions of the Labor Law affect- 
ing children, and prosecutions of parents 
for unlawfully permitting children to re- 
main out of school. 

‘“The Bureau of Labor Statistics should 
be strengthened so as to permit an exten- 
sion of its work, and to 
special investigationa. 
‘The condition of immigrants from for- 
eign countries who in large numbers re- 
main in this State, requires careful study. 
We cannot afford to ignore the situation, 
and our first effort should be properly to 
understand it and to take whatever meas- 
ures may be necessary to protect these 
newcomers from the special forms of im- 
position of which they are the victims and 
through a proper distribution to realize 
thetr economic value, I recommend that 
provision be made for the appointment of 
a commission for this purpose. 

“One of the most beneficial statutes of 
recent years is the Tenement House act. 
I recommend the passage of such supple- 
mentary legislation as will strengthen the 
aw. 

Forest Preserves and Game Laws. 

‘During the past year 43,156 acres of 
forest land have been purchased and con- 


tracted for by the Land Purchasing 


State 1,518,450 acres, of which 1,454,383 
acres are in the Adirondacks and the re- 
mainder are in the Catskills, It would be 
difficult to name any matter of greater 
importance to the people than the con- 
servation of our forests. To this end the 
State should largely extend its pur- 
creased cost which will be entailed by de- 
lay. <Any effort on behalf of private in- 
terests to invade the common right in 
these lands and their maintenance for the 
public benefit shculd be defeated. 

‘**Not only should the State extend its 
holdings, but there should be suitable re- 
planting to repair the extensive ravages 
which have taken place in our forest do- 
main. The work should be conducted 
upon @ much larger scale. The State can 
produce these trees (pine and spruce) for 
about $2.50 a thousand. It may be well 
that in view of the State’s facilities, the 
Forest, Fish and Game Commissioner 
should be authorized to furnish from the 
nurseries pine and spruce trees to be 
planted under the supervision of the de- 
partment, at a sum equivalent to the cost 
to the State; and I submit this question 
for your consideration. 

“IT recommend that the forest, fish and

“The waste of life and productive en- 
ergy which results from the prevalence 
of tuberculosis requires that every effort 


should be made to limit, if ft is not pos- 
sible to destroy, this scourge. It is grati- 
fying that public sentiment is being 
aroused upon this question and that op- 
portunity is afforded for the co-operation 
of public and private effort to attain the 
desired results, I recommend to the 
Legislature the adoption of such meas- 
ures (including those already mentioned 
with respect to the milk and meat sup- 
ply) which will tend to prevent the spread 
of this disease. 

“The laws relating to adulterations and 
{mpurities in food should be codifled and 
presented in a single comprehensive stat- 
ute. I recommend the passage of a pure 
food law whch will prevent the sale of 
adulterated or improperly branded foods. 

“With respect to the Quarantine Sta- 
tion at the Port of New York there is a 
divided authority. The Health Officer has 
general supervision and control of the 
quarantine establishment. The custody 
of Hoffman and Swinburne Islands, where 
persons subject to quarantine are de- 
tained, is in the control of three Quaran- 
tine Commissioners. While expenditures 
for general quarantine purposes are made 
by the Health Officer, the Commissioners 
have the care of the buildings and im- 
provements on the islands, and make ex- 
penditures for repairs or additions ac- 
cording to their appropriations. 

“This division of authority answers no 
useful perpen. Treating the matter im- 
personally and without reflecting upon the 
Commissioners, {t seams to me that their 
offices are unnecessary and should be 
abolished, 

‘*T recommend that the Board of Port 
Wardens be reduced to five members, 
which will answer all purposes, even if 
jurisdiction over pilots be retained.

the unions that aljresdy there are more 
idle building mechanics than in severai 
seasons. The statement goes on: 

The unfons which have made egreements are 
satisfied to have the old wages, which are the 
highest ever paid to building mechanics, con- 
tinued, and they are now hoping that, with the 
new year, matters will improve in the build- 
ing industry, so that more of their members 
will be able to have work at these wages. The 
outlook at present, however, is = bad. The 
prospects now are for a poor building year, 
and, like the mechanics, the employers can 
only hope that the present stagnation will 
not last long. The arbitration agreement has 
been so effective in preserving peace in the 
building industry that the employers have de- 
cided in the meantime not to reduce wages, 
wishing for a continuance of the harmony 
between them and the men which has hitherto 
prevailed. It has reduced strikes to a mini- 
mum, and it is the general sentiment on both 
sides that it should continue as a permanent 
fustitution,

So that, so 
far as this commission is concerned, there 
will be a sufficient number of eligibles to 
meet the requirements of the Police De- 
partment during the year 1908, including 
ithe additional 600 men allowed by the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment. 

The natural decrease in the force each 
year owlng to deaths, resignations, re- 
tirements, and dismissals varies from 300 
to 400 men.

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“TRISTAN UND ISOLD 
ATTHEMETROPOLITAN 


Gustav Mahler Makes His First 
Appearance as Conductor. 


MME. FREMSTAD'S ISOLDE 


A Remarkable Performance In Which 


Eoth Make a Deep Impression—Van 
Rooy and Knote in Familiar Parts.

The German works have had scant 


showing at the Metropolitan Opera House 
so far this Winter. Thetr time has come 
now, however, with the coming of Gustav 
Mahler to occupy the chief place in the 
conductor's chair. He made his first ap- 
pearance before a New York audience 
last evening, conducting the first per 
formance given there this season of 
“Tristan und Isolde.” The occasion was 
doubly notable because it was also the 
first appearance of Mme. Olive Fremstad 
in the part of Isolde. 

There was enough here to key up the 
interest of the lovers\of Wagner's great 
ttagedy to a high pitch, and there was the 
promise of a performance remarkable in 
many respects. The promise was kept, 
and more than kept. The performance 
was indeed a remarkable one. It not only 
disclosed splendid artistic gifts on the 
part of the two people in whom the public 
had its greatest curiosity, but there were 
not a few new features in the perform- 
ance of the rest of the cast, all of whom 
were familiar in the parts they were rep- 
resenting, and who were spurred on to 
achieve unwonted excellence. 

The influence of the new conductor 
was felt and heard in the whole spirit 
of the performance. He is clearly not one 
of the modern conductors, upon whom the 
ban of the Bairenuth of the present day 
rests, with the result of draggirg the 
tempo and weighting the performance 
of Wagner's works with lead. His tempos 
were frequently somewhat more rapid 
than we have lately been accustomed to; 
and they were always such as to fil 
the music with dramatic life. They were 
elastic and full.of subtle vartations. 

Most striking was the firm hand with 
which he kept the volume of orchestral 
sound controlled and subordinated to the 
voices. These were never overwhelmed; 
the balance was never lost, and they 


; were allowed to keep their place above 


the orchestra and to blend with it always 
in their rightful place. And yet the score 
was revealed in all Its complex beauty, 
with its strands of interwoven eer 
always clearly disposed and united wit 
an exquisite sense of proportion and an 
unerring sense of the larger values. Del- 
cacy and clearness were the character- 
istics of many passages, yet the climaxes 
were made superbly effectual. Through it 
all went the pulse of dramatic passion 
and the sense of fine musical beauty. 

It was ceriain that Mme. Fremstad 
vould present even in her first perform- 
ance—for it was the first time she. nas 
sung tne part of Isolde—an impersonation 
of originality and power, and, above all, 
of dramatic sweep. Jt is an impersonat‘on 
that discloses at once her dominating 
dramatic gifts, her accomplished stage- 
craft, her intelligence in possessing her- 
self of the essential qualities of Wagner's 
heroine. She is of the race of the great 
interpreters of Isolde. There are mem- 
orles that will not down, and which she 
cannot efface; and she has not yet reached 
her real stature in the part. 

Mme. Fremstad’s Isolde Is 
to be much greater than it is. 
not yet made herself completely mistress 
of all this woman is and does. So com- 
plex a character is not to be eerie at 
a single bound by any’ singing actress, 
however great her gifts may be. Mme. 
Fremstad’s conception has the presclence, 
the skill of a great artist; but there are 
details that she does not now express, 
and that she will find her way to express 
before she has grown much older in the 
part. Her representation is absorbingly 
interesting upon all its sides. 

In its outward appearance it is of fascl- 
nating beauty and allurement; of grave 
dignity, rather of SS . than of regal 
imperiousness; in her first state rather of 
wistful sadness than of the suppressed 
and raging fury of the woman scorned. 
The scorn, the trony, the bitterness, the 
hate that are pent up in her soul, are 
suggested rather than fully denoted by 
her. It is a marvelously beautiful imper- 
sonation, granted the point of view; but 
there still is needed more salient and 
sharply drawn outline. Her representa- 
tion of the scene after the fatal potion has 
done its work is full of passionate ardor, 
and in the second act there !s the burning 
flame cf passion; in the third she strikes 
the note of grave and tragic tenderness 
reaching at the end the fullness of lofty 
eloquence. 

Mme. Fremstad’s voice is of Indescriba- 
ble beauty in this music, in its richness 
and power, its infinite modulation in all 
the shades and extremes of dramatic sig- 
nificance. It never sounded finer 
quality, and never seemed more perfectly 
under her control. And her-singing was 
a revelation, in the fact that the music 
was in very few places higher than she 
could easily compass with her voice. The 
voice seems, in truth, to have reached 
na higher altitude; and to move in it with- 
out strain and without effort. 

The contributions that Mr. Knote and 
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Mr. Van Roeoy made to this performance | 


were extremely fine. Their ev is well 
known from previous years. The audience 
was very large. It greeted Mr. Mahler 
upon his entrance into the orchestra with 
several rounds of hearty applause, which 
he acknowledged with bows. After the 
first act he was called out again and 
again, and received a token of approval 
that this audience is slow to bestow — 
any newcomer, That he made a deep - 
pression upon his first appearance here 
was unmistekable. Mme, Fremstad also 
received unmistakable tokens of the great 
favor with which her new impersonation 
was regarded.

That statement 
was dispatched from the offices of the 
railroad company on Tuesday night, ready 
for the board when it meets. 

Both new companies applied for fran- 
chises in 1908, and a long and bitter fight 
ensued in which charges of bribery, cor- 
ruption, and double dealing were freely 
made. Finally both companies obtained 
franchises and the Westchester Road was 
required to dc work to the extent of 
$1,000,000 before Jan. 1, 1906. Since that 
Gate little or no work has been done. 

Litigation over the matter is still pend- 
ing, and the affairs of the two companies 
fave become interwoven. They passed 
into the hands of the Millbrook Company, 
a holding concern, several months ago, 
which the Board of Estimate believed to 
be really the New York, New Haven & 
Bartford. As the franchises were granted 
te the new companies on the supposition 
that they were to compete with the New 
Waven, the Loard passed the resolution 
referred to. 

If the commur'cation received from the 
New Haven Rallroad shows that it owns 
the new companies or any part of them, 
the board will doutless revoke both fran- 
chises.
